OTTAWA (UPI) — Canada’s 
Conservative government, its un­ 
ity shattered bv the resignation of 
its defense minister in the U. S.- 
jCanadian feud over nuclear arms, 
appeared doomed to defeat Mon­ 
day night when it was deserted 
I by the Social Credit party. 
A parliamentary vote of no-con­ 
fidence in the administration of 
Prime Minister John Diefenbaker 
was expected within the next 24 
hours. 
Less than five hours after De* 
fense Minister Douglas Harkness 
quit the cabinet in protest against 
Diefenbaker’s refusal to arm Can­ 
ada with U.S. nuclear weapons, 
Social Credit leader Robert N. 
Thompson told the House of Com­ 
mons his group would not support 
the minority government in cru­ 
cial non-confidence votes sched­ 
uled for Monday night.

Thus there has grown around the wall a 
aaga of human courage, now enriched by the suc­ 
cessful flight of a grandmother, leading six 
youngsters from 12 to 16, out of the Communist 
prison land. How cold and perilous the world 
must have seemed to that plucky little band 
from their point of no return — the snow-capped 
top of the grim wall. 
Then they were free, past the barbed wire, 
the cleared security zone. And if they looked 
back at all, they must have wondered, that 
grandmother and her six young charges, how 
even a man as evil as Khrushchev could stand 
beside that wall and find it a thing to praise.

Not Economic Puritans 


Chairman Walter Heller of the President’s Com­ 
mittee of Economic Advisers blames the ‘'basic Puri­ 
tan ethic” of the American people for their fear of an 
unbalanced Federal budget. This is the sort of accu­ 
sation that could only be made by somebody who has 
spent most of his life in a cloister, far from bruising 
contact with the madding crowd. 
It is egghead 
philosophizing from the word Go. Nobody who really 
knows the American people, who think nothing of 
loading themselves up as individuals and families with 
monthly time payments for cars, refrigerators, home 
mortgages and even “fly now. pay later” trips abroad, 
would ever accuse the inhabitants of our split-level 
suburbias of being economic Puritans. 


Actually, what ii bothering many citizens these 
days is something quite different from Puritan 
acruples about the “immorality" of government 
debt. People are worried, not about the ethical 
aspects et an unbalanced budget, but about its 
effectiveness In promoting a quick “take-off” to 
enhanced national prosperity. The big bogy at the 
moment ic the possibility that continued Federal 
deficits must negate the value of any tax cuts the 
people may have coming to them. Far from oppos­ 
ing tax cuts In the name of John Calvin of Six­ 
teenth Century Protestant Geneva or the Pilgrim 
Fathers of old Plymouth, people are fearful that 
the promised reduction in taxes will turn out to be 
a phony, something that is destined to be made 
in deteriorating dollars and hence worthless to the 
end of enabling the citizen to go on with his very 
unPuritan spending on a constantly rising standard 
of living. 


Only an occasional individual can quote statistics 
about the effect of deteriorating dollars and a high- 
cost domestic economy on international gold move­ 
ments. But common sense tells most people that there 
is a connection between fiscal looseness at home and 
distrust of the dollar abroad. A rotting dollar must, 
in the end, cause foreign central banks to cash in 
their balances in American currency for gold 
And as 
the gold hemorrhage goes on. the inflationary impact 
on the American monetary system must hurt every 
citizen’s ability to buy. Real Puritans, inured to hard­ 
ship, might not mind this so much. But the very un- 
Puritanical dweller in a new split-level home who 
wants a new washing machine, a better car, and the 
wherewithal to send junior to a good college, must 
resent it as a personal outrage. This is what makes 
Dr. Heller’s remarks about the “basic Puritan ethic” 
of the American people so inappropriate as to be 
laughable. 


Committed as they are to an economy of time 
payments, Americans would not mind seeing their 
government go “on the cuff” if they knew that 
the increase in the federal debt could be extin­ 
guished over the normal short or intermediate 
cycle that is the rule for private installment buying. 
This, in effect, is what the Administration is promis­ 
ing when it anticipates that a tax cut will so stimu­ 
late business that it will produce a budgetary sur­ 
plus three or four years hence. But to hope that 
the economy may be brought into balance by such 
means involves an act of faith. And how many 
Congressmen, worried about the ability of their 
constituents to sustain such faith, will be impressed 
by the “new” economists’ reasoning? 


The faith in the government’s arguments would be 
tested the moment that the Treasury tried to cover 
the projected $11.9 billion deficit for the next fiscal 
year by selling bonds to the people. If the bonds could 
be disposed of by marketing them to individuals who 
would set them to one side, they would not be a 
cause of inflation. But if the government, to finance 
a $11.9 billion increase in the national debt, should be 
reduced to stuffing I.O.U.s into the banking system, 
where they would swell the money supply, the result­ 
ing inflation might shortly cancel every bit of the 
purchasing power released by tax cuts. 
The whole business is necessarily a gamble on a 
federal promise that the tax cuts will buy more than 
debt-induced inflation will snuff out. 
Whether the 
people choose to accept the gamble has nothing what­ 
soever to do with any “Puritan ethic.” It is purely a 
question of the odds that an economically un-Puritanical 
society chooses to accept.

Facts On Cuban Situation Should Be Aired 


WASHINGTON—President Ken­ 
nedy may not have realized it, 
but he threw away a very import­ 
ant piece of diplomatic leverage 
when he scrapped 
the 
Monroe 
Doctrine in his pronouncements 
last autumn about the Soviet oc­ 
cupation of Cuba. 
Mr. Kennedy unfortunately drew 
a distinction between “offensive” 
and “defensive” weapons. Now 
the Soviets are back again with 
two shiploads of what they call 
“defensive” arms. 
But the Monroe Doctrine for­ 
bade any European power from 
setting up any kind of military 
base or establishing its “system” 
in this hemisphere. Mr. Kennedy 
ignored the word “system” and, 
in effect, said it was all right for 
the Soviets to impose the Com­ 
munist system on Cuba so long 
as they didn’t try to take over 
any more Latin-American coun­ 
tries. 
While Premier Khrushchev took 
back his big missiles, he left 
some ground-to-air missiles. 
He 
didn't withdraw his troops, now 
estimated by some officials at 
16,000 and by others at a figure 
considerably higher. 
But why 
should Soviet troops be stationed 
in Cuba at all? Why should the 
people of the United States, es­ 
pecially in the Southeastern re­ 
gion, be subjected to potential 
threats from military bases 90 
miles away from our shores? 
Senator Kenneth Keating, Re­ 
publican of New York, told the 
Senate on Thursday: 
“In his press conference of last 
week, the President said that we 
have had evidence of only one 
large vessel carrying predomi­ 
nantly military equipment 
into 
Cuba since October. The very next 
day. on Friday, January 25, a 
second large vessel arrived. Un­ 
der the highest security condi­ 
tions, it unloaded 
a cargo 
of 
armaments. . . . 
“Furthermore, while evidence 
mounts of new equipment pour­ 
ing in from Moscow, there is con­ 
tinuing, absolutely confirmed and 
undeniable 
evidence 
that 
the 
Soviets are maintaining the med- 
ium-range sites they had previous­ 
ly constructed in Cuba. There has 
been no Soviet move to dismantle

equipment,

would expect if the Soviets intend­ 
ed in good faith to keep these 
missiles out of Cuba in the fu­ 
ture.” 
The United States maintains 
aerial surveillance of the island. 
But this means that, while the 
Soviets have direct 
access 
to 
Cuba and know what arms are 
concealed there, this country — 
historically the guardian of peace 
in this hemisphere — is confined 
to periodic looks from the air 
depending on what the weather 
happens to be. 
The argument made against all 
this is that the President, by tak­ 
ing a “firm” position and mobiliz­ 
ing our forces last October, saved 
the American people from a war. 


But more important now is whe­ 
ther this has saved us from a sud­ 
den attack on the Southeastern 
part of our country by order of 
an irresponsible dictator in Cuba. 
The policy of the United States 
toward Cuba has been a series 
of blunders, starting with the in­ 
difference of officials of the Eis­

House are reactions beginning to 
come from economists, some of 
them from within the government, 
who question the effectiveness of 
the tax cuts. 
These economists are accenting 
the “gamble” inherent in the pro­ 
gram and raising doubts in Con­ 
gress about whether it is, in fact, 
a good gamble. 
They point out 


that tax cuts to all economic 
levels of individuals may back­ 
fire by stimulating foreign pur­ 
chases and spending and invest­ 
ing abroad, rather than at home 
where it would do the economy 
the most good. 
They argue that added inflation 
could damage the economy and 
cause a greater flow of capital 
abroad, contributing further to the 
drain on U. S. gold holdings. 
It is natural for the voices of 
the opposition to dominate the 
news following submission of a 
presidential program to Capitol 
Hill, but in this case the belief is 
that there’s more fact than fury 
behind the attacks. 
President Kennedy has always 
been willing to compromise on the 
details of the proposal, but there’s 
a point beyond which a tax cut 
would not be beneficial, even in 
his estimate, and should that 
point be reached in the compro­ 
mise process, he can be expected 
to pass the word to dump the 
whole idea. 


of Pigs invasion in April 1961. 
But the question now is why ade­ 
quate air cover of some kind 
wasn’t provided and why the 
President himself, without con­ 
sulting the members of the U. S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, forbade the 
Cubans to use their own air cover 
and then gave permission when 
it was too late, as the schedule 
had already been upset. 
The American people have nev­ 
er been given all the facts. Con­ 
gress' is debating the question of 
doing this now. The cry of “poli­ 
tics” is being raised by the ad­ 
ministration supporters, who nat­ 
urally want to prevent any com­ 
prehensive inquiry. But it doesn’t 
look as if they will have their 
way. For there are many Demo­ 
crats as well as Republicans who 
think the whole story should be 
exposed. 
What is needed is not merely 
the disclosure of testimony taken 
in secret by Congressional com­ 
mittees two years ago but new 
hearings which will permit cross­ 
examination of the military men 
at the Pentagon who were involv­ 
ed. The impression has been giv­ 
en by administration spokesmen 
that the U. S. Joint Chiefs "clear­ 
ed” or “approved" the Bay of 
Pigs invasion plan without U. S. 
air cover. This is only part of the 
story. They were not told until too 
late that the President had inter­ 
fered with the use of the Cuban 
exiles’ owrn planes at a critical 
moment, which meant the differ­ 
ence between victory or defeat 
for the brave Cuban army. 
Is the impression to be allowed 
to continue that the U. S. Joint 
Chiefs of Staff didn’t know the im­ 
portance of air cover and approv­ 
ed an expedition which could at 
any moment be upset by word 
from the President himself? Sure­ 
ly this isn't the feeling that the 
people have about the role of the 
nation’s military leaders in a nu­ 
clear age. The idea all along has 
been that 
decisions 
would 
be 
reached with the military’ chiefs 
present. Anyway, a clearing-up of 
the facts wouldn't hurt anybody 
and could help the administration 
to deal with crises in the future.

is during this stage that the vic­ 
tim develops angina pectoris in 
contrast to coronary thrombosis, 
which represents the next stage — 
complete obstruction. 
The typical attack consists of a 
feeling of tightness across the 
chest, associated with heaviness 
or aching in one or both upper 
extremities. These symptoms oc­ 
cur after exertion or while agitat­ 
ed or otherwise upset. Relief fol­ 
lows the use of nitroglycerine, 
rest, or relaxation. 
Slowing the 
heart through pressure on certain 
nerve centers in the neck also 
brings relief. 
But the manifestations vary be­ 
cause anything that lessens the 
circulation through the narrowed 
coronary arteries may provoke an 
attack. For example, some peo­ 
ple have angina only when the 
weather is cold or they are sub­ 
jected to prolonged fatigue or 
worry. Others develop chest pain 
after overindulgence in alcohol or 
tobacco. All of these factors may 
increase the pulse rate and the 
demands of the heart for more 
nourishment via the coronary ar­ 
teries. 
Postural angina refers to chest 
pain that arises when lying in bed 
at night, stooping, bending, or sit­ 
ting. 
These postures evoke car­ 
diac pain by changing the hydro­ 
dynamics of the blood flow

Behind Canadian Crista 


The flowup in Canadian-Amer- 
ican relations is the culmination 
of a series of irritating incidents,

Here are the highlights: 
„1 Canada, instead of breaking 
with Fidel Castro and joining in 
the Pan American boycott, con­ 
tinued to ship vitally important 
spare parts to operate American- 
built trucks. Without them, the 
Cuban 
transportation 
system 
would have broken down. 
2. Canada sold surplus wheat to 
Red China last summer at a time 
when the United States was try­ 
ing to isolate China. 
3. During Hie Cuban crisis last 
October, the Diefenbaker govern­ 
ment waited 53 hours before or­ 
dering the Canadian Air Force to 
man the defense alert. Russian 
bombers could have slipped over 
the border while Canada was try­ 
ing to make up its mind what to 
do. 
Canadian Air 
Force 
officials 
were embarrassed by this, urged 
the Diefenbaker government to 
act, but were powerless. The gov­ 
ernment said it hadn’t been con­ 
sulted in advance by Washing­ 
ton, wasn't going to be the tail 
on the American-Canadian Alli­ 
ance dog 
In the present controversy over 
putting nuclear warheads on tho 
Bomarc 
missiles 
and 
Voodoo 
fighter planes to combat bombers, 
the Canadians point out that we 
have canceled the Skybolt for the 
British on the ground that the 
bomber is out of date; therefore, 
why should the United States de­ 
mand that Canada modernize its 
weapons to knock down old-fash­ 
ioned bombers. 
Note — Best friend the United 
States has among Canadian lead­ 
ers is Liberal leader Lester Pear­ 
son. But the State Department un­ 
dercut Pearson 
by its abrupt 
statement last week puting Can­ 
ada on the spot. This aroused 
latent anti-Americanism and play­ 
ed into the hands of anti-Ameri­ 
can Diefenbaker.

This is 
an old dream of his and Hum­ 
phrey Bogart was to have played, 
not the man who became a king 
and a god, but his companion. 
In this day of Ionesco, Beckett, 
Edward Albee, and Alan Resnais, 
the very name of Rudyard Kip­ 
ling is almost as comic as Louisa 
May Alcott. Well, he’s out of 
date. The empire he sang about 
with such thunder has vanished, 
the heroic mold is out of fashion, 
but we spoke of Kipling’s tre­ 
mendous gifts — his Dickensian 
range of characters, his great 
flare for dialogue, for narrative 
power. “I remember one time I 
was drinking with Ernest Hem­ 
ingway and Papa suddenly an­ 
nounced there was one writer 
better than him in the generation 
— Rudyard Kipling. 
“Something I 
conjecture a lot 
about is the concept of adven­ 
ture,” said Huston. “Have you 
ever 
read 
William 
Bolitho’s 
‘Twelve Against the Gods’? He 
has a definition of adventure in 
it. Most all adventurers — every­ 
one from Alexander the Great to 
Woodrow Wilson—ran away from 
home. 


At some moment in his life, 
each adventurer was on a path of 
his own choosing in an uncharted 
wilderness entirely cut off from 
the ordinary world. This applies 
just as much to Woodrow Wilson 
with his Fourteen Points as Alex­ 
ander the Great conquering un­ 
known lands. 
“In that sense the John Glenns 
an* the Shepherds are not adven­ 
turers at all. They’re simply do­ 
ing what they’re told. The whole 
point of the lives is to prove 
what nobody else believes. 
“Freud 
was 
an advenhirer” 
(Huston's last picture was about 
Freud) 
“wandering in an un­ 
charted wilderness. Einstein was 
cut off from all humanity intel­ 
lectually, 
and, 
my 
God, 
how 
lonely it must have been.” 
I said that American movies 
were hardly wandering the un­ 
charted wilderness. In fact, quito 
on the contrary, the moviemak­ 
ers seemed to be remaking all the 
old movie hits. They are even 
remaking “Of Human Bondage,” 
in Dublin, although the old “Of 
Human 
Bondage” 
with 
Leslie 
Howard and Bette Davis is still 
available. “Lack of confidence, 
he said. “They even wanted me 
to remake ‘The Maltese Falcon.* 
I wouldn’t dream of it.” 
Huston is going to do a little 
wilderness-treading himself, be­ 
coming an actor for the first 
time. Heil play a Cardinal in 
“The Cardinal,” announcement of 
which has aroused hoots of laugh­ 
ter the length and breadth of 
Ireland. Wrote Shamus Kelly in 
the Irish Times: 
“Yesterday’s 
news that Squire John Huston is 
to play the part of a Cardinal has 
brought gladness to the hearts of 
many sporting types who are 
pleased that the essential asceti­ 
cism and spirituality which have 
long been acknowledged as the 
real mark of Huston on the hunt­ 
ing field and round the poker ta­ 
ble have at least been recognized 
by a casting director.” A splen­ 
did bit of Irish prose and Irish 
irony and the man who laughed 
loudest at it was John Huston.

The law says that in the event 
a special election is designated, 
it shall he held not less than 40 
days or not m ore than 60 days 
after the final passage of the 
resolu tion.

The second step followed yes­ 
terday when city officials accept­ 
ed a*report which certified that 
the petition constituted a valid 
referendum call. 
Tn accepting the report, city 
officials noted that the public will 
he advised when a resolution will 
be adopted. 
The home rule law which sets 
up the machinery for the referen­ 
dum call and the official report 
which 
was accepted 
yesterday 
provides that if the petition com­ 
plies with the requirements, and 
legislative body shall by resolu-j 
tion. 
passed as in 
its normal 
legislative 
procedure 
and 
not 
later than 60 days after the peti­ 
tion is presented to it, specify 
the day and the hours for the 
election at which the question 
shall be submitted to the voters. 
The vote may he at either the 
next regular municipal election 
(in 1%61 or at a special election 
in the discretion of the Mayor 
and Council. 
The law says that in the event 
a special election is designated. 
it shall be held not less than 40 
days or not more than 60 days 
after the final passage of the 
resolution. 
If it elects to m ake an early 
decision, the Mayor and Council 
could adopt the resolution next 
Monday. If it wants more time. 
it could act at any regular Coun­ 
cil session not later than March 
25. 
If it should elect to hold a 
special election and to use all the 
tim e available under the home 
rule law, it would not be neces-| 
sary to hold the referendum until 
late in May. 
There also appears to be no 
legal reason why the Mayor and 
Council, if it should so elect, 
should not begin to fluoridate the 
city water supply at once.
